JEFFERSON CITY (/P)—'Thom­ 
as E. Whitecotton, state director of 
corrections, said today the disas­ 
trous Sept. 22 riot at Missouri’s 
penitentiary “snowballed without 
leadership or purpose.” 
Whitecotton said he taltold t§ 
many convicts in his investigation 
of the riot and none knew of any 
plan for the rampage. One man 
got out his maximum security 
cell, he let others out and then 
the lid blew off throughout the big 
prison, the director said. 
Four convicts were killed, some 
50 others were injured and seven 
industrial buildings were burned 
by the rioting convicts. 
Only Few Active 
Even in that holocaust, White­ 
cotton said, only a tenth of the 
men who left their cells took any 
active part in the destruction. 
Whitecotton, back from inspect­ 
ing 
two 
modernize 
Missouri’s 
penal system and help prevent any 
further disturbances. He told re­ 
porters about them in his first in­ 
terview' since returning from the 
East last night. 
He suggested that a m ajor cause 
of riots is too many convicts con­ 
fined in a single prison. That was 
a big item in the Sept. 22 ram ­ 
page, he said, because crowding 
increases the agitation, tension, 
sexual problems and idleness. 
Prisoner complaints against the 
food and against the Parole Board, 
Whitecotton said, were "dreamed 
up’’ by the convicts after the riot 
broke out as an excuse for their 
actions. 
He said the food and its prepara­ 
tion at the Missouri penitentiary 
compares 
favorably 
with 
the 
kitchens and food handling in the 
most modern prisons in the coun­ 
try. 
For instance, he said, he toured 
the Western Pennsylvania prison 
at Pittsburgh only yesterday. It 
was the one where a bitter riot 
in January, 1953, ended only when 
state police crashed in to take it 
over after the convicts had been 
in complete control for five days. 
Even there, Whitecotton said, the 
new kitchens are not as celan and 
as modern as the ones in the peni­ 
tentiary here. 
Wants Another Prison 
Whitecotton urged that Missouri 
set up a medium security prison 
somewhere else in the state to 
lower the population at the peni­ 
tentiary to not more than 1,500. 
There are about 2,600 inside the 
walls here now with some 600 
more outside on the farms. 
The penitentiary here should be 
continued as a maximum security 
prison with a modern security cell- 
block inside—a 
“jail within 
a 
jail” — for incorrigibles and for 
those convicts who must be segre­ 
gated from others because their 
lives have been threatened. 
He said the prison industrial 
buildings should be rebuilt to pro­ 
vide work for the convicts primar­ 
ily and to give them shop training 
for the day when they are releas­ 
ed. He said most prison officials 
now are abandoning any idea of 
making a profit from prison in­ 
dustries because of the difficulties 
in selling prison-m ade products. 
The medium security prison — 
which he recommended elsewhere 
—would be based primarily on a 
farming plan. It should be built in 
a good farming area, Whitecotton 
said, because the products are nec­ 
essary to feed hundreds of con­ 
victs. 
More money for prison guards 
might attract younger men to Mis­ 
souri’s employment, Whitecotton 
said. He pointed to the present 
starting guard salary here of sbout 
$1,800 a year compared with $3,100 
in the Pennsylvania penal system.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27 (AP)—Lower tax rates enabled General Motors 
Corp. to increase its profits $132,000,000 in the first nine months this year 
—despite a 9 per cent drop in the company’s business. 


Net earnings for the period climbed to $585,000,000, the company re* 
ported yesterday. This was equal to $6.58 a share. It compared with a net 
$453,000,000, or $5.08 a share, in the first nine months last year. 


Sales dipped to $7,219,000,000 from the record high of $7,931,000,000 
established a year ago. 


The gain in net income reflected a sharp reduction in the corporation’s 
tax bill, stemming from expiration of the excess profits tax last Jan. 1. 
A total of $614,000,000 was set aside in the first nine months this year 
for United States and foreign taxes. A year ago, when the excess profits 
tax was still in effect, the amount set aside was $1,006,000,000. 


Part of the decline in sales was attributed to a sharp reduction in G. 
M.’s defense business. Sales of military items were down 24 per cent from 
the first nine months of 1953. 


Sales of civilian products—ranging from ball bearings, household ap­ 
pliances and passenger cars to trucks, busses and diesel locomotives __ 
declined 6 per cent. Unit sales of cars and trucks built in G.M.’s United 
States and Canadian plants dropped 9 per cent to a total of 2,600,469 
assemblies.

Business. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 27 (AP)— Lower tax rates enabled General Motors 
Corp. to increase its profits $132,000,000 in the first nine months this year 
—despite a 9 per cent drop in the company’s business. 


Net earnings for the period climbed to $585,000,000, the company re­ 
ported yesterday. I his was equal to $6.58 a share. It compared with a net 
$453,000,000, or $5.08 a share, in the first nine months last year. 


Sales dipped to $7,219,000,000 from the record high of $7,931,000,000 
established a year ago. 


The gain in net income reflected a sharp reduction in the corporation’s 
tax bill, stemming from expiration of the excess profits tax last Jan. I. 


A total of $614,000,000 was set aside in the first nine months this year 
for United States and foreign taxes. A year ago, when the excess profits 
tax was still in effect, the amount set aside was $1,006,000,000. 


Part of the decline in sales was attributed to a sharp reduction in G. 
M.’s defense business. Sales of military items were down 24 per cent from 
the first nine months of 1953. 


Sales of civilian products— ranging from ball bearings, household ap­ 
pliances and passenger cars to trucks, busses and diesel locomotives — 
declined 6 per cent. Unit sales of cars and trucks built in G.M.’s United 
States and Canadian plants dropped 9 per cent to a total of 2,600,469 
assemblies. 


The report noted that G.M.’s share of the combined United States- 
( anadian automobile market this year “has exceeded all previous levels.”
